A Tritium fhp Memory At Prof. W. 

I.. llAwklni- 

Died at the home of his son, S, J. 

Hawkins, near Hartloid, January 8, 

1896, aged 68 years, 7 months and 
12 days. The subject of this sketch 
was born nearHopkinsville, Chiistian 
county, May 26, 1829. 

His father, who was an officer in 
the Revolutionary War, engaged in 
farming and merchandizing at that 
place for several years and then mot- 
id to Henderson where he continued 
in business until his death. Strother 
J., the lather ot Prol. Hawkins, mar- 
ried a Miss Gabriella Madison, who 
was. no doubt, related to Governor 
Gabriel Madison. 

Prof. Hawkins moved to Ohio 
county in his early’ manhood where 
he engaged in teaching and few are 
the families in the county that some 
member ol which has not been his 
pupil. He married MissM. E.French, 
near Bfda. Her mother was a Hud- 
son, and her lather David French, 
who came from Lexington to this 
county and was one ot the pioneer 
families of this county. 

Mrs. Hawkins lived to the age of counties, 
65 y ears and only preceded her hus- 
band four and a half years. 

Prof. Hawkins had been a consist- 
ent member ot the Baptist Church for 
more than twenty years. He was 
baptized near Whitesville by old Bro. 

Joel Ellis. 

I have known Prof. Hawkins for t6 
years. First as teacher then as men- 
tor. counselor nnd friend, and can say 
of him I never was in his company 
any length of time without learning 
something of value to me. As he re- 
marked to my school only a lew weeks 
before his death, while 1 was hearing 
a class in history: "I am English to 

that extent myselt, once and English- 
man always and Englishman, once 
a pupil always a pupil," and when I 
pressed his hand on leaving at noon 
on Tuesday beforehe died, I ielt that it 
was the last farewell of one ot my best 
and truest Iriends. For to know him 
was to love him. His last days were 
surrounded by all the comforts and 
kind attendances that a loving son, a 
daughter-in-law and nftectionategrand 
children could administer. A burden 
nobly borne, a duty nobly done.

Three children survive him: S. J. 

Hawkins, ot near Hartford; Mrs. Ga- 
briella Hunter, of Smallhouse, and 
Mrs. Annie Lashbrooks, of near New- 
ville.
